grounded Obfervation of.a very learned and judicious 
titer, (fome time im the Beginning of rhe Reign of 
Queen 4nne) that Engagements with a Party, Revenge, 
and Ambition, arc ftronger Incitements to bring Meco 
to embarrafé the State, embroil their Cauntry at home, 
and betray it abroad, than Rewards or Penfions. And 
therefore, if thofe Gentlemen are in carneft, and 
mean no more than the Welfare and Security of the 
Publick, let them mend their Propofition, and extend 
it to the former as well as to the latter.

Ir feems fomewhat ftrange that any People, of com- 
mon Difcernment, fhoula be fo far dup’d as to make 
Application chat they might nor be entrufted with 
the Exercife of their cedp al Rights ; for as 
the Laws now ftand, if a Member of the Huule of 
Commons accept of any Office or Place under the 
Crown, his Seat in Parliament becomes immediately 
vacated, which the People are again to fill up by a 
new Election, they being made, as by their confii u- 
tional Rights they really are, the proper Fundges of the 
Fitvefs or Untitnefs of a Perfoa to fupply thar Va- 
cancy, and are accofdingly at Liberty, cither to re- 
cle& the fame Peafon, or, if they think his accepting 
that Office or Place under the Crown has any way 
d fqualify’d him for their Service, co reject him, and 
make choice of any other Perfon, of whofe Firncfs 
and Qualification they are berrer fatisfy'd. 

Every onc muft be fenfible of the Danger there is 
in parting with fundamental Rights, or, which 
amounts to much the fame thing, to have the Exer- 
cife of them limited and reftrained ; which would 
really be the Cafe, mould this Projeé& of a further 
Limitation take place. And Experience bas taught 
us, that we are not always to judge of Things by their 
Ourtfides, nor of the Defigns of Men from rhe {peci- 
our Prerences under which they are difguifed. Pub- 
lick Spirit, the Liberty and Welfare of che Sabject, 
the Defeating the Hl Defigns of an Admioiftration, 
-or the Corre€ting Mifmanagement and Abufe in the 
Publick, have always been the popular Cry of the 
Minority, in order to engape the People in their Mea- 
fures of Oppofition to an Adminiltration, when at 
Bottom nothing more has been really meant than to 
difplace thofe in Power, in order to make Way for 
themfelves, And then the fame, or perhaps worf:
